Feb. 12.— In his Invo- 
cation Chaplain Conden referred to

As soon as the journal was read and 
approved the struggle over the ques- 
tion of expunging from the Record 
the anonymous letter reflecting upon

Mr. Knox (Consented 
to strike out the preamble -nnd was 
about to demand the previous ques- 
tion, but at the request of Mr. Suizer 
yielded Ave minutes to the New York 
member. Mr. Sulser said he was at a 
loss to understand the anxiety to pro- 
tect llie cluiractfT of P(>rry S. ll(\ith, 
who was not a member of the house, 
while his party associates were ex- 
ulting delightedly In the attack upon 
his personal character and reputation. 
"I stand Ik ii'." h(> continued, "and say 
that no man in this house can charge 
me with any offense whatever, or with 
any misconduct My life is an open 
book, and when the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania attacked nie 1 felt justi- 
fied in smoking out the culprit who 
was responsible for the charges. An{l 
I did smoke him out," Mr. Sulser 
shouted with arm upraised. "I had 
the courage to stand here and soy 
that I was responsible for every word 
in that letter. If Mr. Heath thinks 
there Is anything libelous or scandal- 
ous In that letter I will not plead my 
constitutional privilege, 1 will plead 
the truth of the statements. A former 
member of this house said to me 'Tho 
man who wrote that letter know- 
Heath like a book; every word in It 
Is true.' I have no objection to strik 
ing the letter from the Record. But 
I serve notice that I am going to say 
everything in that letter, and I wont 
Perry S. Heath to answer. If he does 
he will be fit for th(> pen. I want him 
to understand that 1 am responsible 
in damages for what I say. The house 
haa no compunction of conscience 
when he attacks me, but when I at- 
tack liiin he scpK-als like a pig uuf'.c r 
a gate. 1 got that letter In the Rec- 
ord. That was what I was after. I 
am now content to have It stricken 
out" Mr. Knox's motion to expunge 
the letter from tlic permanent Record 
was adopted without division. 

Mr. Tawney (Minn.), chalnnan of 
the special committee on St Louis
